Owing to broken wires reports of 
weather conditions in other parts of the 
country were slow in reaching the local 
Weather Bureau. 

Superintendent Carter of the City 
Lighting Department said at noon Tues- 
day that the reports of broken wires 
and poles during the past 24 hours had 
established a record for the office. In 
that time there were 500 calls on account 
of wires that had snapped under the 
sleet or poles that were broken or burn- 
ing. 

The trouble in St. Louis is due to a 
storm which moved northeast from 
Southern Texas until it was central 
Tuesday over the lower Mississippi Val- 
ley. It caused sleet or snow in Missouri, 
Illinois, Iowa, Kansas, Oklahoma, Texas, 
New Mexico and part of Nebraka, and 
rain further Hast. Another storm js 
forming in the British northwest and 
has caused rains on the North Pacific 
Coast. 














Wires Broken by Sleet. 


In spite of precautions taken by the 
United Railways to prevent breakage of 
their trolley wires by the weight of 
sleet, more than twenty calls for squads 
of wiremen were received at the main 
office between midnight and. early 
morning. The entire force of repairers 
was out, and worked rapidly enough 
to have all the wires in order before 
the heavy morning traffic began. 

During the night extra owl cars were 
put on, running 15 minutes apart, in 
an effort to keep the wires clear of 


ice. Ten squads of wiremen were held 
in readiness to repair any break. The 
morning was somewhat warmer than 


Monday, and little ice had formed on 
the tracks when the heavy traffic be- 
gan, but there was still a great deal of 
sleet on the wires. There was no break 
after 6 a. m. 

The telephone companies experienced 
considerable difficulty with their wires, 
chiefly in St. Louis. The Bell company 
reported that in the county there were 
only five breaks, while in St. Louis 
there were 75 or 80. This was less than 
was anticipated, in view of the heavy 
sleet.

The circular letters of the St. Louis, 


|Cincinnati and Louisville Freight Com- 
| mittee, offered in evidence Tuesday in 
ithe Government’s suit to break up the 


Terminal monopoly, disclose the meth- 
ods used by the railroads to regulate 
and control the freight rates of the 
country. 

These letters show that the St. Louis, 
Cincinnati and Louisville Freight Com- 


mittee. held meetings in Chicago with 
the representatives of the Central 
Freight Association, Chicago and Ohio 
River Freight Association and Peoria 
Lastbound Lines to revise rates in the 
territory under the jurisdiction of the 
combined committees. These several 
committees controlled the freight rates 
throughout a vast territory in the 
Southwest, and reached as far eastward 
as Buffalo, or the Seaboard territory, 
and as far south as the Green Line ter- 
ritory, which embraces portions of Ten- 
nessee and Kentucky. 

The Terminal Association holds mem- 
bership in the St. Louis, Cincinnati and 
Louisville Freight Committee. Other 
roads in the organization are the Big 
Four, Southern, Baltimore & Ohio 
Southwestern, Cincinnati, Hamilton & 
Dayton, Indiana, Decatur & Western, 
Pittsburg, Chicago, Cincinnati & St. 
Louis, Illinois Central, Louisville, Ev- 
ansville & St. Louis, and Terre Haute & 
Indiana. The meetings of the comm't- 


cinnati or Louisville. 
Two-thirds Vote on Changes. 


Whenever a road desired to change a 
rate an application was first made to 
the chairman of the committee and he 
submitted it to the different members 
for action. If agpproved by a two-thirds 
vote of the members the change became 
effective and was so published in the 
tariff sheets. 

The legislation of the committee was 
the law which governed the rates of 
the roads holding membership therein. 
Members were frequently called ‘‘to the 
carpet” by Chairman Fraser to ac- 
count for their failure to live strictly 
up to these laws. 

It has been shown that the roads had 
agreements on the transportation of 
every commodity that is handled as 
freight. Judge Krum said, humorously, 
that these rates even affected § ‘gild- 
headed lawyers, as one of the letters 
disclosed that the roads had agreed upon 
a rate for hauling hair in small quanti- 
ties 

One of the letters refers to the ques- 
tion of putting the freight rates on ag- 
ricultural implements from Louisville ‘to 
Indian Territor yand Oklahoma on a 
parity with those from Moline and Rock 
Island. It was finally agreed to make 
the rates uniform—not by reducing the 
higher rates from Louisville to the 
points in question, but by increasing. the 
rates from Moline and Rock Island to 
the same points. 

The committee was once cautioned by 
the general counsel of the Illinois Cen- 
tral relative to the making of agree- 
ments in violation of the Sherman Anti- 
Trust Law. 

In one of the letters reference was 
made to a boat rate, the inference being 
that the comittee xrcised some authority 
over river rates. 

The Henderson Route desired to es- 
tabl'sh arate of 15 cents a hundred 
pounds on mules from..East St. Touis 
to Louisville. The proposition was sub- 
mitted to the chairman of the commit- 
tee, who in turn placed it before the 
members. It failed to get the necessary 
two-thirds vote and was defeated. 


Advance Notice Given. 


Through the Freight Committee the 
different railroads were kept in touch 
with each other, and knew of every 
proposed change in rate long before it 
was put into effect. In fact, no railroad 
who lived up to the a, epg of the 
Freight Comm“tee could put into effect 
any rate until it was approved by the 
other roads. 

The circular letters of the St. Louis, 
Cincinnati and Louisville Freight Com- 
mittee were all offered in evidence. The 
records and circular letters of the East 
hound Freight Committee, a more im- 
portant organization, will next be put 
in the recard, It is expected that they 
will throw more light on the railroad 
combination to control rates, 

The Terminal hearing for the admis- 
sion of this documentary evidence is 
being held In the office of Special Com- 
missioner R. E. Rombauer in the Roe 
Bullding. R. M. Fraser, chairman and 
secretary of the freight committees, will 
be called as a witness ag soon as the 
recor@s of his office are all in evidence, 
probably Wednesday.

Others tugged at the tightly 
jammed windows, while women strug* 
gled and screamed, 

Bristol, who lives at 2921 Lawton ave- 
nue, was one of 12 or 15 who succeeded 
in leaping from the car. He slipped as 
he fell beside the rails and was run over 
before he could rise. 

The car had barely crossed when the 
engine struck him. After taking him 
to the hospital Patrolman Shea of the 
Magnolia Avenue Station returned to 
the grade-crossing to prevent a recur- 
rence of the accident.

Heavy Interurban Car Was 


Running 30 Miles an Hour 
Near Oldenburg, Il, 


Kneeling on a sharp curve in the In- 
terurban Electric Railway ks at 
Oldenburg, six miles sowth of Alton, an 
unidentified .man,- abort: 40 years old, 
awaited death at 10:30 p. m. Monday 
as he saw a car bearing down upon 
him at a speed of 3 miles an hour. 
With a glance at the headlight, which 
threw its glare full upon him as it 
rounded the curve, he clasped his hands 
over his ears, leaned forward to receive 
the impact of the car. and was hurled 
SO feet and instantly killed. 

Not a scrap of paper was found in 
his pockets that would lead to his 
identification. He was more than six 
feet tall and weighed about 175 pounds. 
He had dark hair and eyes and wore 
neat clothes of cheap quality. 

Motorman Baker Ash told a_  Post- 
Dispatch reporter that he did not see 
the man until his car was within a few 
feet of him. Oldenburg is not'a regular 


‘stopping station and the car rounded 


the curve at full speed. The motorman 
applied the brakes in an effort to stop 
the car, but the tracks were wet and 
slippery and he had hardly checked the 
speed when ithe man was struck. 

The motorman caid that when he first 
man he was kneeling in 
When the head- 
ight flashed upcn him the motorman 
said he leaned forward, partially on his 
elbows and stopped his ears, evidently 
so that he would not hear the grinding 
of the wheels. 

The body was picked up by the car 
crew and passengers and taken to Al- 
ton and turned over to the Coroner, 
who will hold an inquest Tuesday.

Physicians Say Test Indicated 
His Heart Would Stand 
Anaesthetic, 


A post-mortem examination will be 
made of the body of John T. Howran 
of Springfield, Mass., who died at the 
Missouri Pacific Hospital while under 
the influence of chloroform, adminis- 
tered in order that a physician might re- 
duce the swelling in a dislocated shoul- 
der. 

At the Coroner’s inquest Tuesday both 
Dr. Paul F. Vasterling, head sce Bos ten 
at the Missouri Pacifie Hospital, and 
Dr. G. B. Trible, who administered the 
chloroform, said that his death was due 
to the cause assigned in the hospital re- 
port—chloroform asphyxiation. 

They stated that the chloroform was 
not given until a thorough examination 
of the patient, as to his heart and 
lungs, had led them to believe he would 
be able to withstand the effects of the 
drug. After the 
ministered, however, he became weak 
and artificial respiration was resorted to 
in order to keep him alive. He failed to 
rally after two hours of this treatment, 
and saline solutions were used, but to 
no effect. He died at 3:30. 


Ovuldn’t Reduce Swelling. 


According to the hospital report, 
Howran was admitted to the hospt!- 
tal Monday. He was suffering from a 
badly dislocated shoulder. An effort 
was first madé to reduce the swelling 
around the shoulder without the use 
of an anesthetic, and this falling, 
chloroform was given him by the drop 
method. 

Dr. Vasterling told a Post-Dispatch 
reporter that it was not an unusual 
thing for a person to die while under 
the influence of the drug. Dr. Trible 
declined to make a statement. 

Howran dislocated his left shoulder 
at Bush, I1l., while he was on his way 
to St. Louis as an employe of the Mis- 
souri Pacific.

FREMEN ANNOYED 
BY: FALSE ALARMS 


Within Six Weeks 89 Boxes 
Sounded When There Was 
No Fire. 


EACH ALARM COSTS $30 











Legislature Will Be Asked to 
Pass Law Making Of- 
fense a F elony. 


Fire Chief Swingley offers a reward of 
$10 for the arrest and conviction of 4he 
first person turning in a false alarm of 
fire. The offer of the reward results 
from a remarkable series of false alarms 
maliciously turned in one after another 


at short intervals by a person or per- 
sons walking along the street. From 
Oct. 1 to Nov. 18 there have been 89 
false alarms. These include only those 
turned in maliciously and leave out of 
account those sounded in good faith in 
the belief that a fire was in progress. 

“{ do. not care how many alarms are 
turned in where the. person who gives 
the alarm really believes a fire exists 
and where he waits at the box to pilot 
the apparatus to the threatened place,”’ 
said Chief Swingley to a Post-Dispatch 
reporter. ‘“‘My reward applies to the 
nan who turns in an alarm he knows 
to be fulse and who goes away after he 
pulls the hook.”’ 

Chief Swingley estimates that each 
false alarm has cost the city $30 actual 
cash in fuel and in the wear and tear 
on apparatus, so that the &8& alarms 
have wasted $2670 of the city’s money. 
This estimate leaves out of account the 
accidents to men and horses in answer- 
ing false alarms and the possibility that 
while the department was responding 
to a false alarm a real fire mighf break 
out and find the department engaged, as 
a result of the false alarm. 

A study of the false alarms allows 
only thé conclusion that any given se- 
ries was turned in by one man or by one 
company of men traveling together. The 
ilarms of last Saturday night furnish 
an example. They were as follows: 

12:48 a. m.—Third and Elm streets. 

1:02 a, m.-—-Third and Chestnut streets. 

1:30 a. m.—Second street and Washington \

“It is clear from a reading of this 
act that unless the law respecting the 
License Commissioner and the Collector 
of Taxes authorizes such officers or any 
of them to revoke licenses in any other 
cases than where the person to whom 
the license has been -issued ‘shall have 
been convicted of the violation of any 
law or ordinance relative to such H- 
censes,’ that the License Collector has 
no such authority except in the spe- 
cific case mentioned. 

“The only specific provision author- 
izing the License Commissioner to re- 
voke a license granted by him is con- 
tained in section 1992 and is in the same 
language as section 3 of the License 
Collector's act and therefore grants no 
authority to revoke a license unless the 
person to whom it is issued has been 
convicted of the violation of some law 
relative to such license. 

Section 1997 and 1998 bear somewhat 
on this question, but neither these sec- 
tions nor the laws referred to therein 
authorize the revoking of licenses. 

“Tl am, therefore, of the opinion that 
the License Collector has no authority 
to revoke the license issued to a hotel 
keeper on the ground that such hotel 
keeper is conducting an improper house, 
the law having failed’to grant him such 
power, he ‘does not possess if.’

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THE DOMESTIC HELP PROBLEM. 
The story of a woman reporter in search of infor- 
mation concerning dom stic service published in the 
Sunday Post-Dispatch of Nov. 18 throws considera- 
ble light on a vexed problem. 

If her experience is a fair example—and there is 
no reason to think it exceptional—the domestic help 
problem is one of intelligence, tact and human kind- 
ness. We say human kindness because it requires 
an acknowledgment of the common humanity of 
mistress and maid, The kindness vouchsafed to the 
pet cat o1 the family or the 1» dog will not serve 
the turn. 

It may be affirmed with perfect confidence that 
most women are kind—that is, they are kindly dis- 
posed and would not knowingly take advantage of 
a fellow human being, no matter how humble or 
helpless she might be, But the burden of habit and 
system is heavy upon the housewife. The system 
requires long hours. People have become accustomed 
to service from 6 a. m. to 8 p. m., and they can- 
not break the custom, They cannot adapt them- 
selves to a program of the day’s work which should 
bear less heavily upon the maid of alt work with- 
out disarranging their entire plan of life. They 
want to be kind, but kindness must, of course, be 
withif the limitations of custom. 

But even wituin these limitations it is possible to 
do something. The treatment received by the re- 
por’ er-domestic in one house, whose mistress refused 
to pay for the day’s hard work, is, let us hope, ex- 
ceptional. But it shows that such things are pos- 
sible. Gen:rslly speaking, the maid is at the mercy 
of the mistress, in such circumstances, and the temp- 
tation to use power cruelly is one to which the best 
of us are apt to succumb in moments of irritation 
and anger. 

If the housewife would, in the pursuit of culture, 
not forget to cultivate her sympathies, much might 
be accomplished. Sympathy is too often formless 
and unintelligent. In this condition it is apt to 
yield to every gust of anger. But if rationalized 
it would save many a woman the pangs of regret for 
an unkind word or an unjust act, like those record- 
ed in the story of this reporter’s adventures. It 
ought to be easy—intelligence, self-control, kind- 
ness. Grant the superiority of the mistress if you 
please. But, if she claims the grant, let her not 
forget the obligations of superiority.

In England this has been cus- 
tomary for many years. The Engl.sh 
rules of Rugby, association and lacrosse 
Provide that in case of a tie score at 
the end of the usual interval of play 
the referee may order a continuance of 
the game, in which two 10-minutes’ In- 
tervals are played, the teams changing 
goals at the end of the first interval, 
to give both a fair and equal chance. 
This usually results in scoring.” 

Although I have occasionally poked 
a little fun at some varieties of English 
sport, I must acknowledge that in this 
instance it would be a very xzood thing 
for us to follow England's lead.

Body of Joseph Lobsinger

FIGHT OVER LICENSE. 


Mayor Cook Will | Oppose Avtion 
of the City Council. 


Mayor Cook of East St. Louis declares he 
will rot sign the license granted by the City 
Council Morday to Frank Stacy to conduct a 
saloon at Twentv-ninth street and Bond ave- 
nue. By a vote of to 8 the license was 
granted. althouch several fermer apnications 
to conduct a saloon at that place had been 
turned down by Maror Cook. As the Mayor's 
name ig necessary to make a saloon license 
valid. it wlll become a legal question as to 
whether or not the saloon can he onened with- 
out his sienature. If the saloon is opened 
without a valid license. Mayor Cook says he 
will eause the arrest and prosecution of the 
progrietor. 

The saloon fe to be ovened in the 
Building and the residents of that locality 
have obiected to a sdloon there ever since 
the building was built. About 90 ner cent of 
the residents filed a written protest with the 
Mayor and Council requesting that no license 
be grunted. The members of the Alta Sita 
Baptist Church, which is only 100 feet distant, 
also filed a protest. 

The motion was made to allow the license 
Monday by Insurgent Jackson. a Saloon keep- 
er. and was seconded by Alderman Kolb. a 
brewery agent. The following aldermen yoted 
in favor of the license: Ounningham, Jack- 
gon. Kolb Harrigan. Anderson. Kuehn. Gith- 
er and O'Day. Voting against it were: Al- 
dermen O'Malley. Hausmesser, Liebig. Adams 
and RKrown. 

The MeKinley etreet car 
passed by a vote of 8 to 5.

inadequate preparations for supporting a 
wife. Not that he would throw such 
barriers in the way as to make mar- 
riage difficult ,for the deserving—he 
hastens to disclaim any such intention. 
Iie bears no malice toward the little 
blind god. His only purpose is to di- 
rect the poisoned shafts—not to stop 
them. He is married himself, and has 
five children. 

Leonard’s idea, so far as he is able 
to learn, is new. No State requires a 
man to go into details about the family 
exchequer before selling him a license 
to wed. But Leonard is not deterred 
by this. He intends to draft a bill, and 
has already consulted attorneys about 
it. When the Legislature convenes he 
intends to see that it is introduced, and 
when it is taken before a comcittee he 
intends to return to Jefferson City and 
fight for it. 

“I’ve been thinking about this thing 
four years,’ Leonard told a Post-Dis- 
patch reporter. ‘“‘When I was in the 
Legislature in 1902 a great many bills 
dealing with the divorce question were 
being considered by other state legis- 
latures, and they attracted my atten- 
tion. Kansas at that time had a bill 
providing for a 10-year marriage con- 
tract. Other states had unusual meas- 
ures under consideration. 

‘T talked with other ‘members of the 
Missouri Legislature, and the idea of re- 
quiring a man to show he could support 
a. wife gradually took form. Why, I’ve 
known of instances where men married 
with only two or three dollars in their 
pockets—just enough to pay for a li- 
cense and get a Justice of the Peace to 
dag Soe the ceremony. It isn’t any won- 
er that under such circumstances di- 
vorce proceedings come quickly. 


Support by Wife Satisfactory. 


“Of course if a man has property, it 
isn’t necessary that he should be at 
work; or if his wife expresses willing- 
ness to support him and can. Neither do 
I think it would be necessary to require 
& man to be at work when the license 
was issued. If he would swear he had 
& trade, and that he had earned a liv- 
ing, that would be enough. It could be 
taken as evidence that he would sup- 
port his wife, I think. 

“It is my intention to provide some 
specific figure if a man is working ona 
salary, but I have not decided just 
what it would be. It seems to me that 
if a man were making $10 a week and 
could fill the other requirements he 
ought to be allowed a license. 

“It is my notion to require oath ag to 
bread-winning capacity. If the oath is 
false, the man would be liable under the 
perjury law, but it is my intention to 
provide also a special penalty in this 
case. 

“tn addition to this qualification, I be- 
lieve a certificate from a physician in 
good standing ought to be required of 
both parties. And I think common law 
marriages ought to be abolished in the 
State. They are productive of much 





more harm than good. Often a woman 


‘appears after a man’s death to claim 


(a common law widow's share in his es- 


tate, without any real foundation for 
the claim, and gets what she asks be- 
cause the relatives don’t want the dead 
man’s name besmirched. 

“But if it appears that the common 
law specification will hurt the chances 
of the license bill, I will draft it separ- 


WEDDED SECRETLY, 
BIVORCED IA YEAR 


Musician Wins, Telling of Trap 
He Set for Woman Who 
Denied Marriage.
